1 . DURING NEGOTIATIONS FOR THE NEW TEXTILE AGREEMENT, 

U.S. DELEGATION SUGGESTED TO ARCIENEGAS THAT THE VISA 
SYSTEM SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO THE NEW AGREEMENT IN AN 
EXCHANGE OE LETTERS. IN THE EXCHANGE, COLOMBIA SHOULD 
CLARIFY WHETHER IT WISHED THE USG TO REJECT THE ENTRY OF 
SHIPMENTS WITH INCORRECT VISA CATEGORIES OR TO PERMIT 
ENTRY DESPITE THE LACK OF CORRECT CATEGORY DESIGNATION. 

U.S. CUSTOMS IS UNABLE TO COMPLY WITH COLOMBIA’S PREFERENCE 
EXPRESSED DURING NEGOTIATION THAT INCORRECTLY VISAED 
SHIPMENTS BE BROUGHT TO COLOMBIA'S ATTENTION, AND ENTRY 
PERMITTED. 


2. IF GOC WISHES EURTHER INFORMATION ON THE VISA SYSTEM 
GOC SHOULD BE PREPARED TO RAISE QUESTIONS WITH MOBLEY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DURING HIS TRIP WEEK OF JUNE 11. USG WOULD APPRECIATE 
COLOMBIAN DECISION BEEORE MOBLEY'S DEPARTURE. OTHERWISE, 
USG MAY BE REQUIRED TO DENY ENTRY TO SHIPMENTS WITH 
INCORRECT CATEGORY ON VISA IN ACCORDANCE WITH LANGUAGE OF 
EXISTING VISA LETTERS. VANCE 
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
